This fact may also 


bo demonstrated by placing a black woolen 
cloth and a white linen or cotton ono upon 
tho ground over night. Grass, tho leaves of 
trees, wood, etc., radiate heat very freelv 
but polished metals, smooth stones and cotton' 
cloth part with their heat moro slowly so 
that the former of theso substances will' be, 
completely drenched with dew, whilo tho lat- 
ter, in tha same situation, will bo comnara 
lively dry. 


The amount of dew formed on any night is 


greatly influenced by the conditiou of tho at- 
mosphere. More dew is formed on clear even- 
ings than when the sky is obscured by clouds 
because they act as a shield, and reflect back 
tho heat radiated by tho earth into space be- 
sides furnishing that received by them dur- 
ing tho day, which prevents the curtli from 
cooling off enough to produce a large de|josit 
of dew. But when the sky is free from clouds 
tho earth radiates a larger amount of heat 
as there is nothing to intercept that thrown 
off from its surface. 
This is tho reason 11 hy 


we always havo colder nights when no clouds 
obscure tho sky. 


strong breeze, which removes tue~layers"'of 
moisture resting upon the ground before thcv 
havo timo to cool down to the "dew point ' 
A slight breeze, however, is favorable to tlio 
production of dew, as it replaces the layer of 
air from which water has been deposittd by 
another containing moro moisture. No dew 
may ever bo exacted when the sky is ob- 
scured by clouds, or when there Is a stronir 
wind.

The moisture that appears upon the outsido 


of a pittfher when it contains very cold water 
is nothing but dew, and is produced by the 
samp causo explained above. This dampness 
frequently observed upon a cold pitcher 
even during the hottest weather iii summer 
is commonly referred to by baying "the 
pitcher is sweating;" and in this simple illus- 
tration we are. permitted to recognize before

STRAKOKIl THAN FICTIOX. 


Among all the numerous truths "stranger 


than notion" that the study of natural sci- 
ence has revealed, there aio few more inter- 
esting am! instructive than those relating to 
the phenomena of dew mid frost. 


The late Professor J. Dorman Steele, in his 


excellent work, "Fourteen U"oeks in Physics," 
says: "Dew was ancientlv thought to possess 
many wonderful properties.

to beauty. It was collected for this purpose, 
and for the use of the alchemists in their 
weird experiments, hy spreading fleeces of 
wool u]x>n the givminl. Lnurens, a philoso- 
pher of tho middle ages, claimed that dew 
was ethereal, so that if we should fill a lark's 
egg with it and lay it out in the sun, imme- 
diately on tho rising of that luminary the 
egg would fly oir into the air! This experi- 
ment is best [lerfonned with.a goose's egg." 


There 
is consi Jcrablo misapprehension 


among the general public concerning the na- 
ture and origin o: dew and frost, it being 
commonly supposed by the great majority of 
people that dew actually falls from the sky 
nnd how frequently do we hear the ex- 
pression "the dew is falling fast." The fact 
is, dew never falls, but is formed on tho sur- 
face of the earth, and always at the identical 
place where it is seen by the observer. Dew 
is simply the moisture of the air condensed by 
coming in ci m tact with objects upon the 
ground that are colder than itself. The earth 
heated during the day by the sun's rays, at 
night cools off nnd radiates a considerable 
port u m of its heatinto space. All bodies, left 
to themselves, will gradually become cool if 
pn-viously heated. This is termed in natural 
philosophy, radiation, nnd it may be easily 
demonstrated by experiment. Take an iron 
balljor.instance, heat it to incandescence or

No college bred lad was B. T. Babbitt. 


A farm boy with only the rudiments of 
education, ho learned the blacksmith 
trado as soon as ho was man grown. Hero 
ho first found ho had inventive genius, 
and here he learned that practftal work- 
ing of iron and machinery which was 
afterwards of incalculable value to him. 
Everything that came to liim, no mat- 
ter liow insignificant, was an opportu- 
nity of which he mado good use. This 
was one secret of his success. 


Another was that ho never gave up. 


Disappointment after

struck him, like blows in the face. They 
staggered him, but could not down him, 
because lie was a man who could not be 
downed.

Two Good Ideas. 


If the story of two new patent processes 


is not somebody's joke, then wo aro soon 
to have the benefit of a couple of valu- 
able Inventions. It is said that an Ohio 
joung woman, Miss I'roctor, of Lima, 
has patented a process by which she cx- 
trnoto 10,000 feet of illuminating gas 
from one barrel of petroleum. If this 
l>e true, here is welcome release from 
many human inconveniences. 
If the 


process makes illuminating gas it can 
also be utilized for fuel gas. 
What ia 


more, in time every farmer in the land 
can have his house illuminated and 
heated by gas, for the machinery can bo 
mode small and inexpensive in convert- 
ing oil Into gas. 


The other idea bears also on the fuel 


question. The trade journal Iron men- 
tions that at lost there is on invention 
that treats coal chemically before it is 
put upon the fire, and so prevents the 
liberation of smoke. Tho coal is dipped 
into the preparation, which hardens it 
And keeps the smoko and gases within 
it. The editor of Iron saw two grate 
fires in a room together. In ono of them 
ttio coal had been treated by tho new 
process, in the other not. 
Tho ordinary 


coal burned with the usual tarry smoke, 
while in the grate with the chemicalized 
roal there was a bright glow and flame, 
but almost no smoke. 


Colored Orators. 


The fact that a colored student has 


been chosen class day orator of the senior 
class at Harvard college has excited gen- 
eral comment. The fact that he is very 
black, was born a slave, and supported 
himself by working as a barber while 
getting his education has also attracted 
its dvio share of attention. The negro, 
Clement O. Morgan, is a graceful and 
forceful speaker, and, it is said, would 
have been chosen just the same for class 
orator if he had been white. Among 
the 2,000 students at Harvard three are 
colored, and it is noticeable that two of 
the three have obtained prizes for oratory. 
It seems, indeed, as if the first intel- 
lectual development of the colored race 
in the United States will be in the line 
of oratory. Long ago two ex-slaves, 
Frederick Doug] ass and Sojourner Truth, 
distinguished themselves as speakers. 


W. E. B. Dubois is the other colored 


student at Harvard who carried off a 
price (or oratory. Both expect to be 
lawyers in the south. 


Fervid specimens of negro oratory 


were uttered on the day of fasting and 
prayer recently appointed by the colored 
race for the deliverance of their people 
from outrages in this Union. Rev. W. 
B. Johnson, a negro preacher in Wash- 
ington, said his people were fast learn- 
ing the lesson of organization from the 
Irishman and the socialist, and twenty 
years from now they would not be the 
docile beings of today. Another colored 
minister, Rev. Oeorg* Lee, said the ne- 
groes must take their rights In their own 
handl and maintain them, A signifi- 
cant utterance -was this:' "The civil 
rights bill always has been a failure. It 
is useless to seek redrew from congress. 
Two-thirds of the congressmen are sin- 
nerg,_tb» other third drunkards."

Ho rushed 


Measuring the Velocity of a Shot. 


Suppose a wiro to be stretched across la 


front of tho muzzle of the gun, and at a short 
distance from it, this wire forming part of a 
complete electric .iircuit, which includes also 
an elrutria battery and an olectro-maguot. 
When tho gun is flretl this wire will be 
broken, thocircuft interrupted and the arma- 
ture of tho magnet released tho instant the 
projectile roaches the wire in its night. Now 
imagine a second wire stretched across tho 
path of tho shot, at a point 100 feet in front 
of the first one, with a similar arrangement 
of battery, etc. The breaking of this second 
wiro by the flying projectile releases the 
armature of the second magnet, and if the 
interval of time between the release of tho 
two armatures can be determined, tho veloc- 
ity of tho projectile is easily calculated. If 
tho projectile Los a velocity of 2,000 foot per 
second, and the wires are 100 feet apart, the 
interval of tiino will bo one-twentieth of a 
second, and since it is necessary to know tho 
velocity of the shot to within a few foot per 
second, an instrument capable of measuring 
tho time interval to within the five thou- 
sandth part of a second is required; and the 
instrument must also record its measurement, 
since tho mind cannot conceive, and much 
less note, such a very brief period. 


These exacting conditions are completely 


fulfilled by tho electric chronograph, an in- 
strument embodying the two electro-rnag- 
not>, together with a recording apparatus, 
and tho attachments for making necessary 
adjustments, etc. 
The armature of the first 


magnet Is an iron rod about three feet long, 
which is suspended in a vertical position from 
the core of. tho magnet. Tho breaking of the 
first wire releases this rod, allowing it to fall, 
and when tho seconuVvire is broken the arma- 
ture of tho second electro-magnet, which is 
placed a short distance below the first, is also 
released, operating a sort of knife which 
strikes the side of the fulling rod and makes 
a cut or indentation, and shows exactly how 
far tho rod dropped while the shot was pass- 
ing over th« distance between tho first and 
second wires, and the corresponding interval 
of time is readily computed f rotn known laws 
of falling bodies.—ScribnerV

The pungent, spicy taste of the clove is due 


to the oil which it contains. This is called 
oil of cloves, and is very powerful, and is em- 
ployed in the preparation of some medicines.

Use Yonr Eyes Curefully. 


Sit erect In your chair when reading, and 


as erect when writing as possible. If you 
bend downward you not only gorge tho eyes 
witii blood, but tho brain as well, and both 
suffer. The same rulo should apply to the use 
of tho microscope. Oet one that will enable 
you to look at things horizontally, not always 
vertically. 


Havo a reading lamp for night use. N. B. 


—In reading the light should bo on tho book 
or paper and tho eyes in tho shade. I£ you 
have no reading lamp turn your back to the 
light, and you may read without danger to 
the eyes. 


Hold tho book at your focus; if. that begins 


to get far away get spectacles. 


Avoid reading by the flickering light of the 


fire. 


Avoid straining tlio eyes by reading in tho 


gloaming. 


Heading In bod is Injurious as a rulo. It 


must be admitted, however, that in cases of 
sleeplessness, when the mind Is Inclined to 
ramble over a thousand thoughts a minute, 
reading steadies the thoughts and conduces to 
deep. 


Do not read much in a railway carriage. I 


myself always do, however, only in a good 
light, and I Invariably carry a good reading 
lamp to hook on behind me. Thousands of 
people would travel by night rather than by 
day if tho companies could only see their way 
to tho exclusive use of their electric light. 


Authors should havo black ruled paper in- 


stead of blue, and should never strain tlie eyes 
by reading too fine types. 


Tho bedroom blinds should be red or gray, 


and tho head of the bed should be toward the 
window. 


Those ladies who not only writo, but sew, 


should not attempt the black seam by night. 


When you come to an age that suggests the 


wearing of spectacles, lot no false modesty 
prevent you from getting a pair. If you have 
onlyona eye, an eyeglass will do; otherwise 
It is folly.—Cassell's Magazine. 


Electricity lu House Lighting. 


The encroachment of electricity upon gas 


in house lighting is Increasing. 
Moro and 


more private residences are being wired for 
and lighted by electricity every day, and this 
is the case more especially in small and grow- 
ing towns than it is in largo cities. Little 
towns like Marshall, Tex., Vieksburg, Miss., 
and tho small towns of the far west are fall- 
ing into lino and availing themselves of every 
fresh Improvement that will increase the re- 
turns from In vestment and enhance tho worth 
and reliability of the light itself. In the New 
England states this condition of things today 
obtains to a noticeable extent. Science, com- 
menting on tho foregoing, very truly says: 
Tho question now is how to distribute the 
electricity with a fair profit on tho invest- 
ment. 
Among the methods making rapid 


strides is that of the distribution of electricity 
by means of the alternating current. The 
very typo of machine which tho authorities 
consider so dangerous to life will no doubt be 
that which will eventually solve the problem 
of universal electric house lighting. Tho cur- 
rent in the outside mams is of a high press- 
ure—1,000 volts or more, as the caso may be. 
This current is transformed by means of the 
converter to a lower potential and carried 
into houses at tho safe nud low pressure of 
only 50 or 100 volts. 


Parental Troubles.

As a con- 
sequence iuch armor is still made, and the 
armorer occupies in China about the same 
position that ho did in Europe in mediaeval 
times. 
A suit of bra.ss armor worn by 


one of the Black Flag leaders in tho Ton- 
kin war is said to have successfully resisted 
bullets, and to have broken a bayonet thrust 
delivered by a powerful French marine.— 
Mechanical Progress.

revolution lifts been effected in weorlng~~ap- 
parel as well as morals. Ladies' wrists are 
ornamented with large, colored bilk caffs, em- 
broidered with gold and pearls. Th's fashion 
ends with tho Cnrlovingians. When was the 
time that fashions prevailed longer than ono 
dynasty! Later on, ladies wore tight and 
buttoned sleeves, terminating at tho wrist; in 
the Twelfth century, Joan do Garlaude spoci- 
fiesthe works made by goldsmiths: hanaps 
(large cups) of gold and silver; necklaces, 
pins, knots and rings—but nothing is said of 
bracelets. Finally, "manacles" wero used; 
they were a sort of bracelet composed of a 
piece of stuff upon which jewels were sewn 
until finally in the last half of the Fourteenth 
century, tho true metal bracelet appeared. It 
Beems that it was worn by gentlemen, al- 
though secretly, as a kind of vow, a badge of 
servitude which they pledged to tho lady'f 
thoir thoughts. 


The history of Julian do Saintrc, chamber- 


lain of King Charles VI, and of tho Lady de» 
Belles Cousiues, bears witness to this. When 
Jelran do Saintre vows eti-rnal fidelity to his 
lady, she demands of him to constantly wear 
an emblem of attachment. ''On the first day 
of May, which will bo to-morrow," she tells 
him, 
"you will place a gold bracelet of somo 


kiud or other on your left arm, nnd wear it 
for a year." Next day ho comes with the 
bracelet which ho is to wear, nnd tho lady 
herself puts it on. From about that time this 
piece of jewelry bas been called "bracelet." 


From about the middle of tho Fifteenth 


century the bracelet becomes a distinctive 
piece of ornament among French ladies. 
At 


the time of the "Directolre" tho women who 
had adopted the fashion of wearing a robe, a 
la Romaiuo ornamented their arms with six 
bracelets, three ou each arm; one high up, 
another above the elbow, the third at tho 
wrist. This is not all, however; they also 
wore rings on all their fingers, including tho 
thumb; encircled their waist with ti largo 
sheet as belt and wore largo hoops in their 
ears. A French lady dressed a la sauvagn 
(in a savago style), wore flesh colored tights, 
over which was thrown a simple linen tu- 
nique, gold hoops around her thighs and legs, 
diamond rings ou her toes, while on her feet 
she wore sandals. 
" About 1830 bracelets assumed a great im- 
portance, nnd ranked even with literature 
and painting; in other words, thoy became 
"romantic." Although it may appear rather 
bombastic to assign so high a placo to a pioco 
of jewelry, nevertheless nothing will qualify 
so well the artistic tendencies in this direc- 
tion of tho goldsmiths of that epoch, liraco- 
lets appeared on tho arms of ladies, composed 
entirely of pointed arches, in tho midst of 
which ironclad warriors kept watch and 
ward. It is easy to imagine tuo enthusiasm 
with which they wore received, being so 
well in keeping with tho tendency of tlio 
people. 


At present, finally, tho fancy and caprice 


of tho day dictate to the Jeweler the shape, 
either new or copied from former ages, to bo 
given to their bracelets; sometimes a serpent 
twisting itself around tho wrist, gold hoops 
with a long Jewel, a chain, otc. Tho shapes 
vary to tho infinite at present, and many of 
them arc due to tho ingenuity of our jewelry 
designs.—Jewelers' Circular.

Mctnl Working of the Chinese. 


The metal smith's trade is very powerful 


and influential in China, wrought metal be- 
ing a favorite decoration for houses, altars 
in churches, town halls, assembly rooms and 
business places of the more wealthy firms. 
Tho metals used are brass, white bronze, 
which closely resembles Britannia 
metal, 


gold bronze, ordinary bronze and silver. The 
work of tho Chinese metal smith is greatly 
superior to that of our own in variety, orig- 
inality of design, and in artistic finish. The 
smiths turn out bowls, vases, urns, pitchers, 
ewers, basins, cup standards, pipes and other 
smoking utensils, salvers, lamps, candelabra, 
lanterns, bedsteads, chairs, tables, church 
furniture and numerous other articles, all of 
substantial workmanship and standard ma- 
terial. 


The metal smith makes good wages, and 


has a good social position in China, but the 
industry is not a healthy one, the Chinese not 
understanding the physiological action of the 
metallic oxides on the system, and not know- 
ing how to prevent or remedy the injuries 
they suffer. The Chinese system of casting is 
vary similar to ours, but in cleaning and pol- 
ishing they use no chemical agents, relying 
almost entirely on manual labor, and tho use 
of lathes fitted up with polishing brushes. 
They understand oxidization, and produce 
malachite and_azure effects jind the like very

MANTIC PLACE IN HISTORY. 


One of the Most Anehmt of Jewels— It* 


Career In France — Once Worn Upon the 
Ankle As Well as the Wrist— Forty-five 
rears Devoted to a Collection. 


The Moniteur de la Bijouterie et de 1'Hor- 


logerie deplores that its own government (the 
French) permits valuable private collections 
to be sold at auction and drift apart in this 
manner, for the want of funds to acquire 
them for the state. The English museums, 
it says, more richly endowed than theirs, 
hardly ever permit a chance to escape them 
to buy whole collections; for Instance, that 
of Kensington, in London, has bought at a 
high figure three or four hundred pieces of 
rare jewelry, constituting a complete history 
of the bracelet. The owner of this collection, 
Sir Harris Grant, had spent forty-five years in 
collecting it, and the London journals speak 
of it in high praise. It was, a few years ago, 
described in an (French) art review. 


The history of the bracelet is a chapter of 


the history of coquetry. It is one of the most 
ancient of jewels. Among the Israelites, the 
gold bracelet was used alike by the two 
eexes; when Juda encounters Thamar, the 
hitter asks in exchange" of favors, his staff, 
his ring and his bracelet. When Saul had 
perished by his own sword, a warrior despoils 
him of the bracelets, with which his arms are 
covered. "For the construction of the taber- 
nacle," it is said in the Exodus, "both men 
and women offered their jewelry, among 
which were quantities of rich bracelets." 


The Greeks and Romans also wore brace- 


lets. After a tune the latter abstained from 
wearing them daily; they were conferred as 
• mark of distinction, as a souvenir of some 
great act, and the possessor guarded them 
consequently as glorious decorations, and con- 
tented himself with suspending them upon 
his breast on days of ceremony and triumph 
— in the same manner as a general today 
wears his orders and insignias. In this man- 
ner the bracelet became the insignia of the 
warrior. The plebeian classes, courtesans, 
dancing girls and others wore them around 
the wrist* and ankles. 


i Our ancestors, the Gauls, were also great 
lovers of the bracelet At Pont-Audemer is 
to be seen a magnificent gold bijou of this 
kind, very finely worked. It is attributed to 
the first part of the reign of the Merovin- 
gians. 
|t At the commencement of the Sixth century 
jiotracels f onnd_ot tti^braeelet in France. A 


Itluo Jay Nutters. 


Mr. C. W. Bronk, of Moosic, while gather- 


ing chcjstuuts in Spring Hun, Pa,, ravine, be- 
came very mucn interested in tlio movements 
of two busy blue jays. The birds were try- 
ing to loosen chestnuts from the burrs on tlio 
treo when uo first notined them, and after 
•while each blue jay flow nivay with a nut in 
Its bill. Presently both birds returned to tlio 
tree, peeked among tlie limbs for a spoil, and 
then sailed away with two more nuts. Mr. 
Brouk wondered whether tho blue jays had 
flown out of sight for tho purpose of eating 
tho chestnuts lu a moro secluded spot, nnd 
when thoy sailed back to tho treo a fow min- 
utes later ho secreted himself aud lot them 
work unmolested. 


Ho was where he could watch them, though, 


and this time tho busy birds, instead of pick- 
ing nute from tho troo, helped themselves to 
tho loose ones on tho ground, flitted out of 
sight again, and soon returned for more. Mr. 
Broiik kc-pt still until after the birds had 
flown buck and forth for a dozen times or so, 
and then ho \iitched iu nnd got his share of 
the nuts, lint the blue juys kept coniingnnd 
going, cai'i'j ing nuts in their bills at eai-h 
trip, ami uot appearing to remain long enough 
at the other end of tho routo to eat any of tho 
chestnuts. Mr. lirouk finally lined tho in- 
dustrious birds to a maple treo several rods 
distant in the woods, and saw them disappear 
in a hole of the trunk twenty-five feet from 
the ground. On the following day he cut tho 
tree down, and found five quarts of prime 
chestuula In the hollow trunk.—New York 
Sun.
